NEAR THREE MILLION

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo.. July 12. 
—More than $2,800,000 in revenue 
from the 1024 state income tax col­ 
lections has been received at the 
state treasury during the last thirty 
days and it is estimated that the 
total amount from the tax this year 
will run close o $33,000,000, accord­ 
ing 
to 
an 
announcement 
at 
the 
treasury today. 
Last year the total amount of in­ 
come tax collections amounted to 
$2,867,727, according to treasury rec­ 
ords, and to date this year the col­ 
lections 
have 
equalled 
the 
1923 
amount, it was said. 
There i3 still 
approximately $100,000 or more to 
come in as 1924 collections, it is es­ 
timated. 
The state income tax is due June 
I, and county collectors have until 
June 16, to send the revenue to the 
treasury. 
The time limit is extend­ 
ed, however, 
increases 
of uncon­ 
trollable delays, it was said. 
The bulk of the collections this 
year came in during the month of 
June, according to reports, which 
show that $2,3S9,000 was received | 
from the income tax during the, 
month. 
The collections began com­ 
ing in in may, it was stated, and 
during that month 
some 
$500,000 
was received. 
St. Louis, Kansas City and other 
thickly 
populated 
centers 
of 
the 
state, naturally pay most of the 
state income tax, it was explained 
by treasury officials. 
This year the 
collections 
from 
the 
two 
largest 
cities—St. Louis and Kansas City— 
amounted to more than $2,611,000, 
the records show. 
The collections 
in those two cities this year almost 
equalled the entire amount collect­ 
ed in the whole state last year, it 
was pointed out. 
The increase in the returns from 
the tax this year was due, to a large 
extent, to the activities of the two 
special agents of the state tax com­ 
mission who inaugurated the new 
system of “checking up” originated 
this year. 
Recently the supreme 
court held that these agents were 
not qualified under the law to con­ 
tinue operations, but this was after j 
the checking up of the income tax j 
returns had been completed and the 
returns were all made. 
It i3 plan­ 
ned by the commission to introduce 
a measure at the next session pro­ 
viding for the agents and giving 
them full power to carry on the 
checking up work.

Livestock Exchange, indicated yes­ 
terday that hogs would bring $10 a 
hundred weight before October I. 
He said: 
“It is plainly evident 
that hog prices have seen bottom 
for this summer. 
Today's m arket is 
35 cents to 60 cents higher than 
Monday, with a broad general de­ 
mand from both local packers and 
eastern shippers. 
“On the basis of the present price 
of corn, matured hogs are worth at 
least $10 per hundred, and I would 
not be surprised to see that figure 
reached before the first of October. 
These good 90 to 120 pound pigs 
that are selling from 4 1-2 to 5 3-4 
per pound if fed a little corn on 
grass by the hog feeder will make 
more money in the next sixty to 
ninety days than anything he could 
handle. 
“Hogs have been losing from $400 
to $500 per car on the basis of the 
present 
price of corn. 
In 
other 
words, if the farmer had not fed his 
corn to the hogs, but had sold it at 
the 
present 
market 
for corn 
he 
would be .$400 to $500 better off. 
“Hogs 
have 
always 
eventually 
reached a corn basis of values and 
they are going to do it now. 
I 
don’t think 
we will 
see 
as 
low 
prices for hogs during the next two 
or three years as we have seen this 
summer.

INDIANS BE GIVEN 
CHANCE TO VOTE

WASHINGTON. July 12.—Provid­ 
ed the various states that embrace 
the reservations will set up the 
necessary machinery, thousands of 
Indians will become voters in the 
coming elections as a result of the 
Citizenship Act passed at the re­ 
cent session of congress. 
With the passage of the law ev­ 
ery native-born Indian in the United 
States automatically becomes a ci­ 
tizen, Commissioner Burke recently 
estimating the number at approxi­ 
mately 125,000. 
At least one-fourth 
of this number, it is calculated, are 
adults and therefore entitled to vote 
except in states where the election 
laws fix certain qualifications, such 
as educational, property ownership 
or payment of poll taxes, that the 
new Indian citizens may not be able 
to meet. 
However, this condition Is believ­ 
ed by authorities on the subject 
to be only a minor hindrance to the 
newly 
enfranchised 
Indians 
going 
to the polls, the chief obstacle men­ 
tioned being the lack of organized 
machinery. 
Most of the Indians, It 
is pointed out, live on closed reser­ 
vations located in unorganized coun­ 
ties where there are no officials to 
provide the necessary ballots, poll­ 
ing places and other election facili­ 
ties. 
Not only the Indians in the par­ 
ticular circumstances described are 
prevented from casting their votes, 
but even white citizens living on 
the reservations have no such op­ 
portunity. 
In one or two states, however, 
this condition is said to have been 
remedied by counties bordering on 
Indian reservations permitting the 
citizens in unorganized jurisdictions 
to cast their ballots in the adjoin­ 
ing counties. 
More 
than 200,000 
Indians 
had 
been made citizens before the pas­ 
sage of the new citizenship act and 
a 
large 
percentage of these 
are 
said to be placed in the similar po­ 
sition of not being able to vote 
solely because the facilities enabl­ 
ing them to exercise this right are 
not available.

FTER a few experiences of an in­ 
flux of unexpected guests with 
but little in the larder, the wise 
h o u s e w i f e will forestall any more of 
such unpleasant occurrences by pro­ 
viding for jqst such emergencies. 
It is a good idea to have a few 
easily prepared recipes with all ma­ 
terials in reserve, as one is apt to 
forget the most Important detail in 
the flutter of preparation. 
An emergency shelf with cans, 
bottles, jars and glasses of good 
things, besides pickles, relishes anti 
preserves from the fruit closet will 
tide over almost any occasion. 
Potatoes are always with us and 
a dish of creamed potatoes with 
cold meat, salmon, tongue or chick­ 
en may all be easily served from 
a can. 
Olives, pickles, jelly or 
marmalade always help out a meal. 
When the main dish Is well In 
hand, salad materials may be gath­ 
ered. The dessert may be simple— 
fruit, nuts and raisins or dates and 
figs, or a quickly prepared hot des­ 
sert, like shortcake, steamed cherry 
pudding or. lf the pastry is ready 
in the ice chest, a pie may be quick­ 
ly made. 
Sponge cake, angel food, or any 
plain white cake served 
with

spoonful of grated pineapple and 
topped with whipped cream, makes 
a most tasty desert. 
Cherry Pudding.—Take one cup­ 
ful of flour, one-fourth teaspoonful 
of snit, one teaspoonful of baking 
powder, 
adding 
enough 
milk 
to 
make a drop batter. 
Butter five 
small cups, drop in a spoonful of 
the batter and two tablespoonfuls 
of canned cherries, juice and a ll; 
then another spoonful of batter, 
leaving room in the cup for the mix­ 
ture to rise. 
Place the cups In a 
pan with hot water surrounding 
them, cover close and steam 15 
minutes. 
Use care in having wa­ 
ter enough, but not enough to boil 
over Into the cups. 
Serve turned 
out of the mold with cream and 
sugar for the pudding sauce.

THE LA W SA YS: 
You must drive carefully and prudently; that you must not drive on the 
left hand side of the road or street; that you must not attempt to pass a 
car on its right side; that you must not disregard street intersections; that 
you must respect other motor vehicles by giving them the right of way, 
which means that the car to your right at street intersections has the 
right of way, and YOU-MUST-STOP. 


The Law Says:— 
That you must not pass street cars when they are taking on or un­ 
loading passengers; you must stop your car not less than five feet from 
the rear of any street car going in the same direction you are. 


The Law Says:— 
That you should sound your horn when attempting to pass another 
car. 
No one should attempt to pass another car 
without 
sufficient 
space to permit of a passage—don't take chances on sideswiping a car in 
your eagerness to pass it. After passing a car on the road, don’t “cut in” 
too quickly ahead of it—the car you are passing is probably running 
nearly the same speed you are and there is danger of 
a 
collision 
by 
“cutting in” too soon. 
Watch your corners. 
Always keep to the right of center when turn­ 
ing at an intersection, and do not run beyond the 
intersection 
when 
turning to the left. 
No vehicle shall be driven from private property or from an alley onto 
a highway or from the side of a highway (street) into a line of moving 
vehicles, unless the street is sufficiently free from approaching vehicles 
to permit such vehicle to enter the line without the danger of collision. 
The intention of the operator to enter the line, shall be given by signal 
or by the sounding of his horn, but ALWAYS YIELDING THE RIGHT 
OF WAY in case of doubt, to vehicles already in motion on the street. 


It Is a courtesy not to turn to your left at a street Intersection, 
especially where traffic is heavy and in the down town or congested 
districts.

practice to turn completely around at street intersections.

You must regulate your lights to conform with the convenience, as 
well as the protection of other operators.

Spot lights* are to be used only in an emergency. Tail lights should 
be burning whether the car is in motion or at the curb after dark. It is 
necessary also to have dimmers burning when ear is parked after dark.
